It is believed the works \\i\l be reduced in a few 


hour.-, and the American flag float from the government 
house. 


Surrender Is Probable. 


Washington, July 8—Special—The silence of the batter- 


ies and troops in and around Santiago has given rise to the 
belief that Gen. Toral will surrender the city without resist- 
ance. 
It is believed that the supply of ammunition in the 


forts has run low, and it is known that provisions are exceed- 
ingly scarce. 
The failure of Pando to reinforce the garrison 


has likewise made the condition more desperate. 
It is 


thought that a bombardment tomorrow as promised will be 
averted by a surrender. 
Resistance on the part of Linares, 


weakened as he has been by the destruction of Cervera's fleet, 
is hopeless, and to permit a bombardment would be merely a 
reckless sacrifice of life.
